Modular isn’t a four-letter 
word. 

In fact, the modestly priced 
subdivison of factory-built 
homes could prove to be a pos- 
itive addition to the Morton- 
Taylor and Ecorse roads area. 

Van Buren Township Build- 
ing Director Cameron 
McInally,would like residents 
to keep an open mind about a 
200-home subdivision slated to 
be built this spring. 

The homes, priced at 
$69,990, include three bed- 
rooms, two baths, a full base- 
ment, carpeting and all major 
appliances - stove, refrigera- 
tor, washer and dryer - on a 70- 
by-120-feet lot. 

“This development will pro- 
vide affordable housing that 
doesn’t sacrifice quality or lot 
size,” McInally said. “We have 
five developments in the 
township that have either re 
ceived approval or are pre

pared to go before the 
planning commission, All of 
them are different, and each 
development will appeal to a 
different income level. 

“TI feel, these modular 
homes will fill an important 
need for affordable housing, 
and when people look at the 
plans, I think they will like

what they see,” McInally said. 

The building director said 
the developers are able to 
keep costs down because its 
parent firm has an interest in 
the housing factory in which 
the homes are built. In addi- 
tion, the homes are built in- 
doors where weather 
conditions do not affect the 
building schedule, he said. 

“Another money-saving 
method used by the developer 
is that the homes will be built 
one after another on adjoining 
lots, not on pre-selected lots,” 
Mclnally said. “That saves the 
builder money because equip- 
ment doesn't have to be moved 
from one location to another 
and then back again to build 
homes in the gaps between the 
constructed home 

If residents still have 
doubts about modular hous 
ing, McInally invites them to 
look at the floor plans and 
sketches of the completed 
homes in his office ini the 
township hall

Live-in girlfriend 
sentenced in slaying 


A guilty verdict was handed 
down in Wayne County Circuit 
Court in the slaying of a Sump 
ter man by Willie Dell Cotch. 
ery, 37. 

She was convicted of the 
shooting death of Jimmy Lee 
Long of Sumpter Township, 
the man with whom she was 
living. 

Cotchery was convicted of 
second-degree murder in the 
shooting of Long outside his 
Willow Road home. Long 
shot in the foot and the chest 
on Sept. 24, 1991, and was pro. 
nounced dead on arrival at Be 
yer Hospital, Ypsilanti 


On the day prior to the 






shooting, Long, who was a 
long-time Sumpter Township 
resident, had visited the Sum- 
pter Township police station to 
ask how he could evict a per- 
son from his home who would 
not voluntarily leave. He did 
not mention the name of the 
individual to police. However, 
when Cotchery was questioned 
by the police after the slaying, 
she said Long had asked her to 
move from the house and she 
did not want to leave because 
she had given up her Detroit 
home lo move in with Long.

pter Township police that she 
had shot Long, according to po.

Police plan program to protect children 


A round-the-clock safety 
program for Wayne neighbor. 
hood children and students is 
being implemented to provide 
a temporary haven for chil 
dren who may find themselves 
in a frightening situation. 

The McGruff House pro 
gram is licensed by the Na 
tional Crime Prevention 
Council of V hington D.C 
Wayne police officer Ken 
Kissel is organizing the pro 
ject 

Kissel's efforts began about 
ay ago when Wayne 
Westland School officials con 
sidered doing away with bus 
ing students. 


“I thought, we need a pro. 
am to protect our kids 
<issel said. “I called Salt Lake 
y, Utah, where the McGruff 
national base is located, They 
sent me a packet of informa 
tion on how to set up the 

McGruff House program. 

This will provide kids with 
a safe place tp go if they are 
bullied, followed or hurt while 
walking in a neighborhood or 
to and from school.” 

The McGruff House is not an 
escort service or a guarantee 
of safety, according to Kissel, 
but it will provide short-term 
help 

There are several differ. 
ences between the McGruff 
House program and other 
block parent programs. For in. 
stance, McGruff the “Crin 
Dog” is a national symbol, ac 
cording to Kissel. 

“He is recognized by about 
99 percent of children all over 
the United States,” Kissel said. 

The McGruff House pro 

gram also has built-in safe- 
guards against abuses. Adults 
who volunteer their home 
agree to a law enforcement re. 
cords check, according to 
Kissel. 
McGruff House is 
service which is provi 
the community,” Kissel said 
“The first school we’re begin- 
ning to implement this pro- 
gram is Vandenberg. The goal 
is to have the McGruff program 
situated in every elementary 
school in Wayne.”

“There are three basic steps 
to set up the program in acom 
munity,” Kissel said. “The first 
is to talk with the local PTO 
(parent and teacher oragniza 
tion) members to inform them 
what it takes to become a par 
ticipant.” 

The second step involves 
talking to the children and ed 
ucating them about how to 
look for the McGruff House 
signs and what to do if they 
feel they are in danger. 









“I tell the children if anyone 
is bothering them on the way 
to school or going home, they 
hould look for the McGruff 
sign in the front window of 
homes and go there knowing 
they will be safe,” Kissel said. 

The final phase before im. 
plementing the McGruff pro 
gram in a community involves 








making sure the patrol officers 
are aware of which homes 
have the McGruff signs in the 
window 

If there is a problem with 
one of the McGruff home a 
patrol officer simply has to 


write down the control nu 
mber which is on the front of 
the McGruff sticker,” Kissel 


said. “If I feel the participants 
of that home should no longer 
be part of the program, I can 
pull the sign immediately 


If any McGruff participants 
move out of the community 
they are obligated to return 
the McGruff sign to the local 
police department or face a 
misdemeanor charge

Its motto, which promises “a 
safe and challenging environ- 
ment for students to experi- 
ence academic, emotional, 
physical and social growth,” is 
carried out daily through the 
classroom studies and after 
school activities at South Mid: 
dle School. 


The school, which serves 
754 students in grades six 
through eight, is administered 
by Principal John Forsyth and 
Assistant Principal William 
Houston. 


Forsyth began his career as 
a classroom teacher at South 
Middle School in 1961 and 
taught for 12-1/2 years before 
being promoted to the post of 
assistant principal. After for- 
mer South Principal James 
Richendollar was named su- 
perintendent of the Van Buren 
Public Schools, Forsyth has 
named to the principalship. 


“In addition, we are open- 
ing our school to the commu- 
nity for a variety of activities. 
Senior citizens walk in the 
building for exercise from 7 to 
7:40 a.m., senior consultant 
Frank Moore works on a tuto- 
rial program and community 
groups use the facility for 
meetings,” said Houston. “We 
contact senior citizens from 
the high-rise and September 
Days whenever we have plays 


or concerts. We want to in- 
crease community utilization 
of the building during non- 
school hours. Residents 
should feel that this is ‘their 
school,’ and that they are wel- 
come to use the facilities.” 

“Our Parent-Teacher- 
Student Organization has a 
good attendance. We have had 
15 to 21 attending the meet- 
ings, and we hope to increase 
that number,” said Forsyth. 

In the 1991-92 school term, 
implementation of the school 
improvement plan is a major 
focus. 

“We are looking at ways to 
improve our methods, and we 
are encouraging teachers to 
try new things. For example, 
eighth graders from Wayne Sa- 
low’s class are helping stu- 
dents in Kirk Spangler’s sixth- 
grade class,” Houston said. 
“We want teachers to be inno- 
vative in their classrooms 
without worrying about 
whether their new ideas will 
be successful or not. Of course, 
we hope their ideas will be 
successful.” 


Houston said that special 
education students are being 
mainstreamed into the regular 
classroom with good results. 


“We have seen tremendous 
growth in the work done by the 
special education students 
who.are in the regular class 
In fact, we've had feedback 
that some visitors to the c

room can’t tell the two groups 
apart,” Houston said. 

The School Improvement 
Plan adopted at South Middle 
School is based on the belief 
that all students can learn re- 
gardless of their past aca- 
demic performance, family 
background, socio-economic 
status, race or gender. 


Goals developed by team. 


members Houston, Royce Dis- 
brow, Susan Farber, Estefanis 
Furr and Jack Harris are to 
publicize the school mission 
statement and to develop the 


following: a standardized for- 
mat for student papers, a 
school-wide homework policy, 
a list of classroom expecta- 
tions and a study skills pro- 
gram for all students. The 
goals are also to research al- 
ternative student evaluation 
methods and to provide more 
opportunities for community 
members to utilize school fa- 
cilities,

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County split 
poses problems 


If approved, a plan to split Wayne County could open the 
proverbial can of worms 

A downriver-based group has launched a petition drive 
to divide Wayne County at Van Born Road, creating the 
new county of Erie in the area south of Van Born Road and 
retaining the remainder of the area as Wayne County. 

The communities which would be incorporated into the 
new county are Romulus, Belleville, Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township, New Boston, Waltz, the townships of 
Huron, Brownstown and Grosse Ile plus Allen Park, Gi- 
braltar, Lincoln Park, Flat Rock, Rockwood, Riverview, 
Wyandotte, Southgate, Woodhaven, Trenton and Taylor. 

Organizers of the Patriots for Erie County claim that 
out-county communities have been short-changed in ser- 
vices from Wayne County. They launched their drive 
claiming that tax money from the southern and western 
suburbs flows “one way” and an equal share of tax dollars 
is not returned to the communities in count TVices. 

They also proposed a new county seat in Taylor, which is 
located in an area accessible to the 20 communities in the 
proposed new county. 

Their drive has gained some attention in the downriver 
area where the Patriot group is based, but, as yet, the 
movement has not gained support in the western suburbs. 
Nonetheless, the petition drive cannot be ignored. If suc- 
cessful, the division of Wayne County would have a pro- 
found effect on taxpayer: 

Supporters of the division plan say a split of county 
assets would be determined by an elected charter commis- 
sion, but they do not indicate how such a determination 
would be made. Would the new county compensate Wayne 
County for the infrastructure in place? Would new taxes 
be levied to duplicate services already in place in Wayne 
County? What would be the cost of establishing a new 
public services department, a new court system and anew 
administrative department? Will costs to replace or pur- 
chase already existing infrastructure be higher than cur- 
rent assessments? These and many more questions arise 
as one contemplates the proposed county split. 

Many of these questions were posed by Van Buren 
Township Supervisor David Jacokes. The supervisor, 
whose township would be part of the proposed new county, 
asked: Would the new county pay for the infrastructure 
already in place? Who would pay for the Wayne County 
structures and facilities in the new county? How much 
would it cost to put in place all of the new services neces- 
Sary to replace those that Wayne County supplies? 

Before disgruntled taxpayers jump on the Erie County, |) 
bandwagon, they should pose these questions to the orga- 
nizers of the petition drive. The real cost to taxpayers 
should be researched prior to a county split, not after. 

Unanswered questions could come back to haunt tax- 
payers in the future. 


Privacy, indeed 


Our state, like many others, will be the site of a Presi- 
dential Primary election in March, Voters who participate 
in this election, however, will be faced with confusion, 
disillusionment and ultimately, a violation of something 
each American considers an inalienable right, privacy at 
the ballot box. 

The confusing election rules, allowing one registration 
procedure for Democrats and a separate set of rules for 
Republicans, but demanding that voters declare a prefer- 
ence include a provision which makes the distribution of 
these ballots a matter of public record. 

That means every voter who participates will publicly 
declare their support for one party or another. The clear 
impression of political preference will be on record and 
the sanctity of the ballot box and the inalienable right to 
privacy will be contaminated. 

We strongly agree with the united effort of city and 
township clerks who must administer and manage this 
debacle to disallow the primary in our state. 

Itis expensive, time consuming and confusing. We agree 
with the municipal clerks who have suggested that the 
rules must be changed or the election is not worth the 
effort.

To the editor: 

Buy American? Yes, it’s a 
message I've heard before. 
You did make one interesting 
point in your editorial of Jan. 
30, 1992, You said “When we 
‘Buy American’ we need to be 
sure we understand exactly 
what we are getting...and that 
we buy as American as we pos- 
sibly can.” Perhaps you could 
define exactly what “Ameri- 
can” is? I drive a foreign car 
and I am going to buy another 
one very soon--a Honda Civic, 
made by American workers, in 
America, Compare that to 
those who buy Chryslers or 
Fords made in Mexico and 
other countries, buy foreign 
workers. Which would you pre- 
fer? If I buy Honda, an Ameri- 
can worker gets a paycheck. If 
I buy a foreign car made by 
Chrysler or Ford, a foreign 
worker gets a paycheck. Or 
maybe I could buy the Crown 
Victoria or the Grand Marquis 
which have both been labled 
“foreign” since 80 percent of 
their parts are foreign made. 
Still say buy American? What's 
American? Lee says buy Amer- 
ican, but he doesn’t BUILD 
American. You seem to forget 
that American workers are 
also building Toyotas, Hondas, 
ete. and American workers are 
employed at dealerships 
across America selling and 
servicing cars built by Ameri- 
can workers. 


American automakers have 
been losing ground to the Ja- 
panese for 15 years, and while 
they are finally making some 
headway, they still can’t semm 
to figure out what the public 
wants. The Big Three aversion 
to change and risk, and the 
constant whine of “but we 
can’t dooo that,” translates 
into market share losses, 
which in turn contributes to 
the economic stagnation and 
unemployment. And take a 
look at their marketing. The 
improvements made in Ameri- 
can cars are invisible to many 
of us, our view blocked by a 
steady stream of poor and in 
sulting advertising. While I'm 
sure we all enjoy seeing scant- 
ily clad women, flying car deal- 
ership owners and screaming 
car lesmen, it certainly 
doesn't make us more likely to 
buy a poorly made car. Why 
should I be penalized and take 








the heat for purchasing a qual- 
ity product that doesn’t bleed 
my wallet dry from repairs and 
cause lost workdays because I 
have no transportation? 

National pride is still alive 
in us. We'd love to find a well- 
made American car, but the 
imports and American-made 
Hondas and Toyotas are con- 
sistently better. Domestic com: 
panies must risk radical 
change. I buy proven quality. 
Review last years Consumer's 
Reports annual car buying is- 
sue. Look at R.L. Polks recent 
trouble reports on all cars 
Why are domestics at the bot 
tom and foreign at the top? 
Compare the results of Big 
Three cars with the foreign 
companies. If you want me to 
buy Big Three you have to 
prove to me that the product 
walks the talk. 

I attended the recent De 
troit Economic Club luncheon 
when Lee Iacocca spoke upon 
his return from Japan. It 
seems that now, instead of 
working to improve the image 
of American workers and do. 
mestic cars, he and the other 
Big Three executives have de 
cided that a personal attack 
upon Japan and liberal brain 
washing of American citizens 
is the new media tactic. For 
the first time in my life, I was 
ashamed to be an American. 
Not because I purchased a 
Honda, but because of Lee, 
Senator Reigle and other's ap- 
palling appeals for us to “re 
member Pearl Harbor”. That 
type of below-the-belt tactics 
certainly doesn’t make me feel 
good about the Big Three or 
my senator. Compete, but com 
pete on an economic level. Ar

Day camp for youngsters on 
their mid-winter school break 
is one of the 

current offerings at the 
Wayne-Westland YMCA. 

“I can imagine some work- 
ing parents might be in a panic 
now wondering what to do 
with their children during the 
school break next week,” said 
YMCA Program Director Mary 
Rose Cartwright. “We have just 
the answer for them here. 
Youngsters can spend the day 
in supervised activities from 9 
a.m, to 4 p.m., and have a week 
of fun while school is not in 
session.” 

The program is open to kin- 
dergartners through sixth- 
graders. If child care is needed 
before or after the program, it 
can be scheduled.

“Registration for the Latch 
Key programs is conducted at 
the Wayne- Wetland YMCA.

Cartwright said the annual

“We plan swimming, games, 
crafts, gymnastics, floor games, 
fitness exercises and outdoor 
activities from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m 
during the vacation break, 
Cartwright said. 

A series of swiming pro 
grams will begin March 2 and 
continue through April 18 at 
the YMCA facility. 

“We have classes for begin 
ners, intermediates and ad 
vanced swimmers plus adult 
classes, synchronized swim. 
ming and lifeguard training,” 
Cartwright said. “In addition, 
we have a one-week Learn-to- 
Swim class for beginners, for 
youngsters 6 and older and 
adults. We guarantee that the 
student will be ‘water proof’ if 
not a swimmer after the week- 
long classes. In other words, 
the student should either 
learn to swim in that period, or 
be comfortable in the water 
and have fun in the process.”

The architect of the bill 
Rep. William Keith (D-Inkster), 
received unanimous (11-0) sup 
port from his colleagues in 
committee and on the House 
floor. The bill was approved 
91-0 in the House 
and sent on to the Senate. 

Currently cash-strapped 
school districts may issue 
notes to borrow money with

the understanding that the 
loans will later be paid either 
from funds collected through 
school tax collections or 
through state aid pa 

The districts m 
notes immediate} 
going to be using tax revenues 
to repay the loans, but if they 
plan to use their school aid 
they have to receive prior ap 
‘om the state Board of 

ion 

“That creates a layer of bu 
reaucracy and inevitable de 
lay that can exacerbate the 
problems of the schools,” said 















Keith, who chairs the House 
Education Committee. “My bill 
would allow the districts to is 
sue both kinds of lending notes 
after receiving a four-month 
exception from the state 
board's prior approval re 
quirements.” 

To avoid further red tape, 
the school district request for 
the exception would have to be 
approved by the board within 
10 calendar days, according to 
Keith. 

Under Rep. Keith’s bill, a 
school district could borrow 
against 15 percent of its state 
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allow easier school district loans 


school aid, and would be al- 
lowed 12 months from the date 
the notes were issued to repay 
the loans. 

“This will allow some flex- 
ibility for the districts as they 
react to events throughout 
their budget process, and 
would help ensure that 
schools will not have to scra- 
mble for funds during a cum- 
bersome approval process. 

“T hope that the Senate will 
act quickly on this bill, so that 
our schools can overcome this 
financial obstacle,” Keith con- 
cluded.
